OBSERVATIONS ON USE OF 
BULK TANK 
Ai the 


Annual Meeting of The 
American Dairy Science Association 
at East Lansing, Mich., two scientific 
papers were presented by men on the 
staff of the University of Vermont that 
had reference to the quality of raw 
milk before and after conversion to 
bulk tank pickup at the farm, and 
the butterfat tests of milk from farm 
tanks. These observations that have 
been reported in Vermont are quite 
different from what is normally ex 
pected with the use of bulk tanks 
For this reason, we ate reprinting 
abstracts of these two papers. 


Observations on Raw Milk 

Quality Before and After 

Conversion to Bulk Tank 
Pick-up At The Farm 


H. V. ATHERTON 
Univ. of Vermont, Burlington 


A long-term study of patron de 
liveries to two local milk plants has 
made it possible to compare certain 
aspects of raw milk quality before 
and after conversion to bulk tank 
pick-up at the farm. The findings do 
not agree with many of the published 
results. 


Approximately 175 flavor compari 
sons have been made between de 
liveries in 1952 and 1954, Feed flavors 
predominated in both years, Defects 
noted with bulk tanks in the 1954 
study were not as sefious as those 
encountered in 1952 under can cool- 
ing. Samples scoring 38 or more in 
creased from 60 per cent of the total in 
1952 to 77 per cent in 1954, A 
decline was noted in the incidence of 
unclean, rancid and high-acid flavors 
Despite this general improvement, 
nearly half of the deliveries sampled in 
1954 scored lower than the comparable 
deliveries in 1952. 


Total plate, thermoduric, and psy 
chrophilic counts showed some un. 
srovement for the samples as a whole, 
nut differences were seldom large and 
one-third of the farms have delivered 
higher count milk since converting to 
bulk tanks. Protein stability and 
creaming ability have been lowered 
in many instances since tank truck 
pickup has been adopted. 
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Butterfat Tests of Milk 
From Farm Bulk Tanks 
ALEC BRADFIELD and P. E. GOTTHELF 
Univ. of Vermont, Burlington 

Previous study of weigh can samp- 
ling had shown that 50 per cent of the 
sampling was in error and that 66 per 
cent of the errors were in favor of the 
farmer. It was also indicated that high- 
fat milk was more likely to exhibie 
errors than low-fat milk. There seems 
to be no evidence that a producer's 
test will change when he pitts from 
can to bulk handling if he was getting 
the correct test under the can system. 

Twenty-four lots of milk, 19 Hol- 
stein and five Jersey, were examined. 
Each lot was split, one half being 
handled in cans and the other in 
bulk tank. The milk handled through 
the weigh can was thoroughly stirred 
before sampling to insure complete 
mixing, and the bulk tank agitator was 
operated for five minutes before samp- 
ling. The average difference in test 
between the cans and the tanks was 
0.019 per cent. None of the Holstein 
milk showed a difference of more than 
0.05 per cent and the Jersey milk not 
over 0.07 per cent difference. 

The amount of agitation necessary 
for complete mixing in a bulk tank 
was found to be one minute with 
agitator Operating at 29 r.p.m. Only 
four lots out of 24 failed to be com- 
pletely mixed in 30 seconds 


Pinkeye Hits Cattle Hardest in 
Summer, Fall 


Summer and fall months frequently 
find cattlemen concerned with a vari- 
able number of cases of sore-eyed 
animals in their herds. These cattle 
are probably affected with a condition 
commonly known as Pinkeye, says 
Dr. A. H. Groth, Dean of the School 
of Veterinary Medicine at the Uni 
versity of Missouri. 

The term pinkeye 1s descriptive of 
the condition because parts of the 
affected eye are inflamed, One of the 
symptoms of inflamation of any tissue 
is redness. This results from the in- 
creased blood supply to the part due 
to the presence of some irritant 

Pinkeye is caused by a number of 
different bacteria. Often, one or more 
secondary agents may be responsible 
for early irritation and they may pave 


the way for the bacteria to gain a foot- 
hold. Among these agents are bright 
sunlight, dust, plant pollen, flies and 
hulls and awns of plants. Since such 
ifritants are most plentiful in pastures, 
pinkeye occurs most frequently dur 
ing the pasture season. 

Cattle of all breeds and all ages are 
susceptible to pinkeye, Dr. Groth 
says. However, beef cattle 
normally spend more time on pasture 
it becomes a greater problem in beef 
breeding herds. Feedlot cattle may 
also be affected and, in some instances 
the disease may be present all year 

The incubation period is usually 
from two to four days and the onset is 
sudden. The eye is extremely sensitive 
to light, tears flow freely, and the lids 
are red and swollen. After two or 
three days, if the lids are forced open, 
there is a yellow deposit over the entire 
surface oF ne cornea, Viewed from the 
side, there may be a cone-shaped 
bulging of the cornea caused by pres 
sure within the eye. 


he cause 


At the point of the bulge, an ulcer 
may form and, in severe attacks, the 
cormea may fupture, permitting in 
volvement of the eyeball, and perma 
nent loss of sight. However, as a rule, 
the yellow appearance of the cornea 
disappeats and sight returns. The 
disease lasts from two to four weeks 


In a mild form, there is excessive 
flowing of tears, with a transient 
clouding of the cornea. There may be 
depression but rarely fever, Dr. Groth 
notes. Deaths are uncommon in mild 
or severe attacks, but there is severe 
loss of weight and as much as 50 per 
cent drop in milk production 


Since insects, especially flies, may 
carry the bacteria from one animal to 
another, the herd should be sprayed 
regularly to control these pests. Pas 
ture management should include pro 
viding shade and clipping of tall grass 
and weeds. Some veterinarians report 
early vaccination with a bacterin to 
be helpful. However, this must be 
done early in the season and three 
doses are usually given at weekly 
intervals. The bacterin will not cure 
affected cattle. 


According to Dr. Groth, in herds 
having only a few cases, it is best to 
isolate them in a small shaded area or 
in a shed or barn. Feed and water 
should be within easy reach because 
sick animals will not graze in bright 
sunlight. 

Various antibiotics and  sulfono- 
mides are combined in ointment and 
powder form for application to affected 
eyes. To be most effective, these 
preparations should be applied with 
some regularity. If foreign materials, 
such as hulls or awns of plants, are 
suspected to be in the eyes, they 
should be removed, Dr. Groth adds.

July 11-19 for the field representatives, presidents of the 
state Guernsey breeders associations, and chairmen of the state 
milk marketing committees.

important to 
remember, however, that most milk 
replacers contain at least 70 per cent 
of milk by-products, such as dried 
skim milk, dried buttermilk and dried 
whey. These products are also in 
surplus, and so by feeding milk re 
placers the stockpiles of these pro 
ducts are reduced. Many dairymen, 
aware of the price-cost squeeze, are 
willing to choose a cheaper method of 
raising calves, providing that it ts 
nutriuonally sound, 

In order to compare whole milk and 
a typical milk replacer for calf feeding, 
a trial is being conducted at Washing 
ton State College. Guernsey, Jersey 
and Holstein calves are being used as 
experimental animals. The formula 
for the milk replacer, which we call W 
S.C. No. 1, is as follows

HEAPER but satisfactory methods 
of housing and feeding young 
dairy animals is one way of re 

ducing the cost of producing milk 
Using unsatisfactory methods, though 
they may be less costly, is no sub 
stitute if such methods resule in high 
death losses, stunted calves and heif 
ers, and delays in getting them into the 
milking barn.

During the two 
years of controlled experiments, where 
the only variation in raising calves was 
type of housing used, new annual 
snow fall and minimum temperature, 
records were established. 

Much to our surprise, out of 57 
calves raised in the open shed only one 
died, One case of pneumonia occurred 
and this in May. During the same 
conventionally housed 
calves died out of 34 placed on experi 
ment—-one from pneumonia, two from 
scours and four from spasms. Growth 
rates were about the same, but feed

required per pound of gain was slight- 
ly higher for calves housed in the open 


shed. Calves in the open shed were 
more active and stronger as the result 
of more exercise. They tended to gain 
faster after going off experiment 

Trouble from scours was less severe 
among calves housed in the open shed. 
The open shed pens were kept dry by 
addition of fresh bedding, but manure 
was not removed until the calves were 
removed from the pens at four months 
of age. Each pen was thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected before bringing 
in another three-day old calf.

Have vita 
mins, minerals and antibiotics teamed 
up to make a food for young calves 
that is four or five times as good, 
pound for pound of dry food nutrients, 
as milk, which has long been re garded 
as the most nearly perfect food product 
known? Dairy farming is a business, 
so why not sit down and think it 
through in a sound, businesslike way? 


Why Use A Replacer? 


There are three reasons why we 
might want to use a replacer: 1. To 
give the calves better nutrition than we 
can get with milk. This would result 
in more rapid growth and fewer calf 
losses. 2. To save time and work in 
feeding. 3. To lower feed cost 

First, let's think 
through, one by one

a. Will replacers give better results than 
milk? 
It would be embarrassing for a 
dairyman to answer “yes” to this 


question, If there are better foods 
than milk for calves, they should also

Our 
experience, and observations in the 
field, seem to point to some value of 
antibiotics in increasing growth at an 
eatly age.

effective. Other ‘‘cures’’ such as ''3-V 
Tonic” and “Bowman's Remedy” 
quickly followed and were eventually 
oroved valueless in the treatment of 
orucellosis in cattle. 


DRUGS 


During the past 10-12 years it was 
found that certain therapeutic meas- 
ures were somewhat effective against 
experimental brucellosis of laboratory 
animals and against human brucellosis. 
These have been tried in cattle. Sulfa- 
diazine and blood transfusions, aureo- 
mycin, penicillin, sulfathiazol, sulfa- 
nilamide, protisil, streptomycin and 
sulfadiazine, and many other products 
have been tested. No beneficial ef- 
fects could be detected in any instance. 
It may be concluded that drugs 
(chemotherapeutic agents) and bio- 
logic products which have been shown 
to favorably influence the course of 
brucellosis in some species of animals, 
are without effect on brucellosis of 
cattle. 

NUTRITION 


The thought and even the belief 
has been entertained by some that the 
state of nutrition has much to do with 
susceptibility, cure, and prevention of 
bovine brucellosis—that an adequate 
diet will prevent Brucella infection in 
cattle by rendering them insusceptible 
or, if already infected, will aid in re- 
covery. Much has been written on the 
influence of nutrition on experimental 
infection in the scientific press. Care is 
necessary in the interpretation and ap- 
plication of this information or one 
may affive at erroneous conclusions. 
But regardless of what conclusions one 
reaches after reading the literature, the 
fact remains that controlled scientific 
and yet practical tests have failed to 
show that the ration had any significant 
influence on either the susceptibility 
of cattle to brucellosis or on the course 
of the disease in infected animals. This 
is certainly true when an ordinary 
(practical) ration was compared to a 
supplemented ration in cattle. 

It was found that a good ration 
(high in alfalfa hay, minerals and 
supplemented with cod-liver oil) did 
not influence the course of brucellosis 
in cows, that a ration low in vitamins 
A and B, and in calcium did not cause 
white rats to be more susceptible to 
experimental brucellosis and that a 
trace mineral supplemented ration 
failed to influence the course of bovine 
brucellosis. It has been concluded 
“that there are yet no data to sub- 
stantiate the belief that rations defi- 
cient in proteins, minerals or vitamins 
play an important part in the preven- 
tion or treatment of bovine brucel- 
losis.” 

There is no cure for bovine brucel- 
losis at present. 
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Nothing remains static-—hundreds 
of new chemotherapeutic agents are 
being developed every year in research 
laboratories. It is possible that one or 
more of these may eventually prove 
effective against brucellosis of cattle. 
This may . in the near future or in 
the distant future. In the meantime we 
cannot wait or do we want to wait. 


ERADICATION 


This being the case the control and 
eventual eradication of bovine brucel- 
losis must depend on preventing ex 
posure of susceptible animals to the 
infection and the use of vaccine in 
calves to produce a degree of resistance 
should animals be accidently exposed 
Plans for the control and eradication 
of bovine brucellosis are outlined 
yearly by the United States Livestock 
Sanitary Association. That bovine 
brucellosis can be controlled by these 
means has been amply demonstrated 
on individual farms and on a county 
and state basis. Too many have for-

gotten that brucellosis is an infectious 
disease and not a “program.” Each 
individual must act accordingly. Too 
many attribute reinfection of clean 
herds to “bad luck.”” Very largely each 
cattle raiser makes his own “luck"’ re- 
garding reinfection——purchase of ani- 
mals on a single test or no test at all, 
no isolation and no retests of the new 
purchase, no isolation in case of abor- 
tion, allowing clean animals to inter- 
mingle with the infected, etc. These 
procedures may fit a “program” but 
they do not fit an infectious disease or 
can one say that he has “bad luck” 
following infection traceable to such 
practices. 

No one will deny that there still are 
defects in the brucellosis eradication 
programs as now proposed—we still 
lack some knowledge—but even a per 
fect program will be unsuccessful if 
the people themselves do not want it. 
This is the crux of the whole problem 
if we want brucellosis eradication we 
can have it, if not, we will not have it,

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No Cure for Bovine 


Brucellosis 


t has been well established that 

brucellosis of animals, including 

man, varies considerably in the 
manner in which it affects the different 
species. To generalize, it may be said 
that man, swine and guinea pigs are 
usually more acutely affected and that 
cattle are more chronically affected. 
Species differences among animals af 
fected with brucellosis are well demon- 
strated in attempts at treatment. To 
generalize once more, chemotherapeu 
tic Measures are more apt to be effective 
in those species less chronically 
affected, 


HUMAN BRUCELLOSIS 


In the treatment of human brucel 
losis there are many drugs that are 
thought to have a favorable influence. 
It is impossible to obtain satisfactory 
controls so that very few or none of 
these may actually be beneficial. The 
fact that many cases recover spon- 
taneously if given bed rest makes it 
well near impossible to evaluate drugs 
that are only very slightly effective. In 
addition to those materials that are 
believed to be slightly effective against 
human brucellosis, there are others 
that have slightly curative effect and 
still others that have a markedly bene- 
ficial effect. But still there is no treat- 
ment so effective that one need not 
fear brucellosis, as has been erroneous 
ly stated, 


Cures TRIED 


Before more effective chemothera- 
peutic substances were developed for 
the treatment of human brucellosis, 
the following were variously reported 
to be beneficial in brucellosis of man 
and/or laboratory animals: antiserum, 
blood transfusions from the recovered, 
bacterins (dead Brucella cells and their 
products), typhoid vaccine, trypa-

flavin, metaphen, aldanil and many of 
the sulfa drugs, including sulfanila- 
mide, sulfapyridine, and neoprontosil. 
More recently streptomycin ', 2, 4, 4, %, 
terramycin *,4,%, and sulfadiazine ', 
2,4,4,°,% have been employed in hu- 
man brucellosis and in experimental 
brucellosis of laboratory animals. Many 
of these employed singly are capable 
of alleviating symptoms of the disease, 
but relapses often occur when treat- 
ment is discontinued. Combinations 
of these materials are often much more 
effective. For example, streptomycin 
with sulfadiazine has stood the test 
best, but streptomycin is dangerous. 
Cortisone and adrenocorticotrophic 
hormone 7, *, have been prea, in 
treating human brucellosis. These 
produce a sense of well-being in af- 
fected individuals, but do not cure the 
brucellosis, Unless the symptoms are 
serious these hormones are not recom- 
mended because of the danger that 
accompanies their use. The quinone 
(2 methyl-1, 4,-naphthoquinone) ap- 
parently produces only a subjective 
improvement when employed as a 
treatment of human brucellosis. 


SWINE BRUCELLOSIS 


Streptomycin with sulfadiazine®, and 
aureomycin'’, have been tried experi- 
mentally in the treatment of swine 
brucellosis. It is questionable whether 
either treatment resulted in a cure, but 
each had a beneficial effect. They 
cannot be employed in a practical way. 


BOVINE BRUCELLOSIS 


In regard to treatment of bovine 
brucellosis, the situation is quite dif- 
ferent. Neither the mechanics whereby 
immune bodies affect the Brucella 
organism nor the manner in which 
drugs affect the organism in the ani- 
mal's body are wal understood. For 


example, the blood serum of cattle 
that have never been exposed to bru- 
cellosis is “swarming” with certain 
“types” of antibodies for the Brucella 
orgamism, In infected cattle the anti- 
bodies are even more numerous. These 
antibodies should prevent infection in 
the newly exposed and quickly cure 
the disease in the infected. It is a 
Strange circumstance that they do 
neither. Brucella germs within the 
body cells (leukocytes) are protected 
from both immune bodies and from 
drugs that destroy Brucella. With 
these facts in mind it is obvious that 
the means whereby recovery is affected 
and how drugs destory Brucella germs 
within the animal body are insufficient- 
ly understood. Without a fuller under- 
standing of these things it is equally 
obvious that attempted treatment of 
brucellosis in any species of animal 
including man must on a “trial and 
error’ basis to some extent. We know 
that any drug employed must be 
tolerated by the host animal and detri- 
mental to the parasite-the Brucella 
organism, 


“CuRES” 


The possibility that one could dis- 
cover a cure for brucellosis or for any 
infectious disease by mere chance has 
always been very remote. Neverthe- 
less, many materials, drugs and mix- 
tures have been proposed for the cure 
of bovine brucellosis. It was claimed 
that these “‘cures’’ were discovered by 
chance. Cows that aborted once were 
fed these ‘‘cures."” Because they did 
not abort the second time, which they 
seldom would have done without the 
treatment, it was claimed a cure had 
been effected. One of the first “cures’’ 
which was proposed was carbolic acid. 
It was soon proved to be worthless, 
but still some individuals clung tena- 
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for the artificial breeding stud, and 
breeds all of his own cattle artificially 
using the herd as an example.

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Something New 


Plywood-Reinforced Silos 


STANDARD wooden silos develop 
many “ailments’’ with age and weath- 
ering. They come loose in the joints 
Ait leakage increases. Moldy silage 
becomes a costly worry, Also, empty 
wooden silos may collapse in heavy 
winds, particularly when the staves 
have shrunk. 


Faced with these problems on his 145 
acre Pittstown, N. J., farm, William F 
Leicester, retired Borden Company 
vice-president, who had been in charge 
of chemical operations, decided to 
apply his specialized know-how in 
modernizing his two silos, as well as 
other farm buildings. He felt that 
tough and durable plywood was the 
answer. It is a product he knows 
much about, for he had long been 
active in the Douglas fir plywood 
industry. 


Both of the silos on«the Leicester 
farm were of wood stave construction, 
reinforced with iron rods. One of the 
silos has a 130-ton capacity and the 
other about 90 tons. Mr. Leicester 
decided to reinforce the silos by lining 
the interiors with 4-ply exterior sheath 
ing grade of a fir plywood, The 
plywood panels, t with ease, were 
ap lied to the inside silo walls with a 
ribbon of Elmer's Waterproof Glue, 
a Borden-made resorcinol resin ad- 
hesive, and then nailed. The larger of 
the silos, 40 feet high and 16 et in 
diameter, required * athe 1,300 square 
feet of plywood. The rehabilitation 
cost was about $300, whereas new silo 
costs come to several thousands. 


The plywood-reinforced silos have 
been in use for a year now. They are 
sturdier than ever, and the plywood lin- 
ing is bright and clean. The 3-ply 
sheets have proved completely mois 
ture resistant and have eliminated the 
moldy silage problem. 


As a matter of fact, practically all 
of the farm buildings on the Leicester 
farm are made of plywood, including 
the dairy barn. The all-plywood barn 
is of standard double-wall construc 
tion, Only the ceiling is insulated, 
with glass fiber. And by tar-lining the 
backs of the inner plywood wall 
panels, Mr, Leicester has considerably 
reduced the amount of cold and mois- 
ture entering the barn. The plywood 
panels afe painted with a sanitary 
dairy enamel, to which a fungicide has 
been added, Asaresult, the easily wash- 
able plywood walls and ceiling stay 
glistening clean, and they amply reflect 
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the lights from overhead fixtures. Also, 
they are fully shock-resistant, for the 
plywood withstands the strongest kicks 
without breaking through.

costs so we will know whether we are 
really making a saving? 

First, let's see what is in 100 pounds 
of milk. Morrison's ‘Feeds and Feed 
ing’’ lists whole milk as supplying 
per cent of digestible protein and 16.4 
per cent of total digestible nutrients 
A good low-fiber dry feed will have 
about 80 per cent of total digestible 
nutrients Ir will take about 20 
pounds of a dry feed such as the 
average milk replacer to equal 100 
pounds of whole milk in energy value 
and it must have-about 16 per cent 
digestible protein (20 per cent or more 
of total protein ) to equal the milk in 
protein. This means chat if a milk 
replacer sells at 20 cents per pound, we 
would not save any money unless milk 
sells for $4 per hundred or more, even 
if we assume that the replacer is fully 
equal to milk in results. We certainly 
can't save enough to pay for our 
trouble unless we can buy a 25-pound 
bag of replacer for the net farm price

Should We Use Substitutes? 

Won't it hurt our market if we use 
substitutes for milk in raising calves? 
Is this the same as using oleo on our 
tables? It certainly won't help milk 
prices during a surplus milk period if 
we put on the market the milk which 
has been used for raising calves. 
Possibly it's not quite like using oleo 
on the table, for the milk replacers 
usually contain at least one-third milk 
products such as dried skim milk or 
dried whey, and some of them are made 
up almost entirely of such milk pro 
The fact that most manu 
facturers feature the milk products in 
their advertising indicates that they 
recognize them as the best part of 
their feed. But, in the long run, we 
will help our own market by using milk 
for calf feeding 

Are we skimping too much on milk 
A dollar's worth of milk 
saved means an extra dollar on the milk 
check. But a good farmer will be 
glad to invest that dollar if he can see a 
two dollars back a

couple of years from now. Suppose we 
ee ge extra hundred pounds of milk 
to each of our heifer calves, and get 
better growth as a result. If because of 
this extra growth we can freshen these 
heifers on the average a week younger, 
the profit on this extra week will easily 
pay back the cost of the extra milk fed 
And the bigger, growthier heifer goes 
right on paying extra dividends on the 
better feeding as a calf. Research has 
shown that better fed heifers come into 
heat and may be bred at a younger age 
than poorly fed, stunted ones 
Should Milk Plants 
Promote Replacers? 

The milk plant would probably like 
to get a bigger volume of milk, so it 
might look like good business to 
encourage use of milk replacers. But 
the plant man, like the sia must 
not o short-sighted in his thrift. He 
likewise should be glad to sacrifice a 
hundred pounds of milk today if it will 
mean two hundred pounds in the 
future, 

Both the plant man and the pro 
ducer have another very important 
stake in well-grown-out heifers. The 
milk plant needs more of its milk 
during the winter months. The pro 
ducer would like to have more to sell 
then, because prices are better, and he 
has more time to take care of his cows 
For that reason, fall freshening is 
desired. Suppose we start with all of 
our cows freshening in the fall. The 
heifer calves born then will be the 
milking cows of the herd in a few 
years. The October-born heifer can 
be an October freshening cow only if 
she is bred and settled at 15 months of 
age. If we wait until 18 months, she 
comes in January, or if we wait until 21 
months, she freshens in April. To 
keep a fall-fresh herd, the producer 
must start breeding his heifers at about 
14 months. It can be done with 
thrifty, well-grown heifers, but it 
won't work if they are stunted or under- 
sized. A little extra milk to the calf can 
be a big help, and it will return good 
dividends. 

Skimping on milk may not always 
be thrik The dairyman should not 
use milk wastefully in his calf feeding, 
but, on the other hand, he should not 
skimp blindly. There's no point in 
buying replacement feeds to save milk 
unless there is a worth while saving 
without sacrificing growth of the calf. 
Even if we give the replacer credit for 
being fully as good as whole milk 
(pound for pound of dry nutrients), 
we must be able to buy a 25-pound bag 
or package of the replacer with the net 
price received for 100 pounds of milk 
in order to realize a small saving 

If feed can meet this challenge 
on price, then it is time to give careful 
consideration to results in growth of 
calves and effect on the milk market
